PROVISIONS IN DETAIL 
- OF MUCH DISCUSSED 
“ANTI-BEER” STATUTE 


The following are the provisions of 
the; so-called 
vigorously fought by the Democrats. 
It was enacted to strengthen the enfor- 
cement ofthe prohibition amendment. 
The President has signed the act and it 
is pow a law in full force and effect: 

{, The bill prohibits the prescrip- 
tion of beer or malt liquors for medici- 
nal purposes. 

“2, Not more than one-fourth gal- 
lon of vinous liquor, or vinous or spirit- 
ous liquor separately or in the aggre- 
gate containing more than one-half 
pint of alcohol, may be prescribed in 
ten days, 

“3. Physicians are limited to 100 
prescriptions for liquor in ninety days 
unless extraordinary reason is present- 
ed. nape ‘ 

“4, The commissioner may cancel 


facture patent medicines and prepara- 
tions used as a beverage even if they 
are unfit for beverage use, or require 
fhe formula for making extracts to be 
changed, or may cancel the permit, if 
it appears to the commissioner that the 
sale or use of such articles is substan- 
iaily increased by reasou of their use 
for beverage purposes. 

“5, Importation of spiritous or vin- 
ous. liquor is prohibited until the am- 
ount on hand shall not be sufficient to 
supply the current need for non-bever- 
age uses. 

“6. Spirituous liquors exported in 
the original packages may be reimport- 
ed_in such packages for deposit in the 
distillery warehouse from which origin- 
ally removed. i 

‘“?, The courts of Hawaii and the 
Vigrin Islands are given jurisdiction to 
enforce the national prohibition act. 

“8, Regulations to carry the pro- 
visions of this act- into effect are 
authorized. : 

“9, Révenue laws relating to the 
manufacture, taxation of and traffic: in 
liquor shall remain in effect when not 
in conflict with the national prohibition 
act; and prohibitive taxes and penal- 
ties provided in the national prohibi- 
tion act shall be collected in the same 
manner as other taxes on liquor. 

“10 Taxes on liquor stolen or des- 
troyed shall not be collected from the 
owner ifthe loss or theft did not oc- 
cur as a result of negligence, conni- 
vance, collusion 6r fraud on the part 
of the owner or person legally account- 
able for the same. g 

“Private residences may not be 
searched without a searcn warrant. 
Officers who without probable cause 
and maliciously search any house with- 
out a search warrant ‘are penalized. 
Persons who impersonate officers en- 
forcing the prohibition act are heavily 
penalized.”

CUSTOMS AND THI THEIR ORIGINS 


Nuaarads Yuletide. Ide Ideas Are” Relics 
of Pagan Observance, Especially 
Thoee of Druidiem. 

ANY Christmas customs are 
relics of pagan observances, 
especially those of Druidism, 
the religious system of the ancient 
Gauls and Britons, Groves of oaks 
were théir chosen retreat, and today 


; the acorn 1g..found as a Chiistmas 
symbol on some Christmas greetings, 


although it ig not used as much as 
formerly. 

Druidism considered mistletoe most 
sacred, and when growing on an oak 
tree, parasite as It is, it was cut with 
a golden knife by a priest clad in a 
white: robe and two white bulls were 
sacrificed on the spot. . 

The Yule log in England is a relic 
of Druidism. Its name is considered 
a corruption of “wheel log,” a wheel 
in Bruidical symbolism typifying the 
march of the sun. The lighting of 
the Yule log harks back to the sacred 
fires kindled by the Druids at mid- 
winter In the round towers which yet 
remain in many parts of Great Brit 
ain, Ireland, France and Spain. The 
use of the Christmas tree has descend: 
ed from the German Druids. The 
dressing of the tree with candles and 
presents was a feature of tueir mid- 
winter. festival, 

Ivy ia not used for Christmas dec- 
orations, as it. wag once sacred to 
Bacchus .and constituted almost the 
sole leafy adornment at the Roman 
saturnalia, The early Christian clergy. 
desiring tou wean the people from thel) 
pagan practice as far as posstble, for. 
bade the use of ivy, and the precedeni 
stilt obtains. 

_In medieval Europe a peacock was 
the favorite dish for Christmas din- 
ner. After being skinned carefully 
the bird was cooked. Then the skin 
with the plumage intact was replaced. 
‘and the bird served in a manner ar 
hearly, as possible regembling real 
life,

GROWTH OF CHRISTMAS TREE 


Abandoned Farms in Foothills of 
Green Mountains in Vermont Pro- 
vide the Yuletide Sprouts, 


INCE five © million Christmas 
trees are annually shipped out of 
Vermont, it is only natural to 
wonder where they all come from. 
-They -must come from farms—not 
farms operated to produce the Christ- 
mas ‘tree crop, but abandoned farms, 
where the trees have planted and 
reared themselves. ad as 
These abandoned farms lie in high 
valleys in the foothills of the Green 
mountains. One may see sections coy- 
ered by thirty-odd fartns, once thriy- 
Ing settleménts, but now all but two 
or three may be unoccupied. Such 
land, once under the plow is gradual- 
ly coming back to forest. Along the 
fern-choked, faintly-traced furrows, 
young spruces come up- and In the 


j, open sunshine take on a vivid green. 


And more than that—the symmetrical 
branches are a lively green clear to the 
ground. > 

Christmas trees cannot be cut in 
areas of spruce forest, because when 
they grow In dense clusters.the un- 
_der. branches die for want of light, 
and hence the trees have no value as 
decorative Christmas trees, 

Few, Indeed, see the harvest. One 
or two lonely partridge hunters, per- 
haps, will see it, as it Hes covered | 
avith the first early snow squalls in the 
mountains. But-back in October, when 
the days have not lost all of the mel-

spruces and tying them with twine. 
The cutting and_ bundling ts the’

HOW “LIVER-EATIN’”" JOHNSON 
GOT HIS NAME 

Among the scouts who were with 
Gen. Nelson A, Miles, when that of- 
fiver inflicted his crushing defeat up- 
on the Sivux chief, Crazy Lorse, at 
the battle of Wolf Mountain, Mont. 
in 1877 was one bearing the strange 
“name oof = “Liver-Eatin’” Johnson. 
Johnson was a powerful Norwegian, 
weighing more than 800 pounds and 
stunding six feet, three inches in his 
nloccasin-clad feet. He had a great 
shock of golden hair of which he was 
yery proud—su much so, that he 
refused to wenr a bat, and when he 
went into battle with this golden 
mane in the wind, he looked like an 
ancient Norse viking. 

Johnson had won his name in a 
gruesome way, Two, stories about this 
are told, differing slightly in detail, 
but agreeing in the main facts. One 
tells how a party of Indians dad 
raided a trading post on the Mussel- 
shell River, but were driven off with 
heavy toss. It is said that Johnson, 
fn a spirit of devilish bravado, cut 
out the livers of several of the dead 
warriors and actually ate them. 

The other story seeks to justify 
Johnson’s act. A Cheyenne chief und 
raided and burned Johnson’s camp 
while he was away on a trapping ex- 
When he returned and saw 
the ruins, he swore that he would 
kiN] the Cheyenne and eat his liver. 
Later he made good his threat, Kither 
account may be correct, so far as 
details are concerned. At’ any rate, 
he wns ever ntetnee known as 
“Liver Eatin’ Jobson. F 

Johnson's inseparable companion 
was “X” Beidler of Montana vigilante 
fame, - Beidter: disapproved of John- 
son's lack of headgear and catled him 
a “yaller-headdd Injun,” because, as 
he said, “every decent white man 
wears some sort 0’ coverin’ for his 
i sculp.” But Johnson was firm in his 
convictions, and in the fight with 
Crazy Herse’s Sioux he justified him- 
self—to his own satisfaction, at least. 

As Beidler and Johnson charged up 
the snow-clad slopes of Wolf moun- 
tain that morning against entrenched 
Indians, a bullet cut a furrow through 
Liver-Eatin’s, hair, “like a pair of red- 
hot sheep shears,” as he said, 

“Now you see!’ he exclaimed to 
his “pardner.” “If Pa had a hat on,. 
iv’d bin plumb ruined !" 

Little is known of Johnson's tater 
history. He was a scout at Fort Cus- 
ter 1881, when the young chief Sword 
Bearer tried to slir up the Crows 
against the whites and scouted for 
the troops during that brief war. 
After that he seems to drop out of 
history.

When Curley returned from Reno's 
position, he was given the same or- 
der. We started and soon found him- 
self in the midst of a hot fight, Find- 
ing « dead Sioux warrior, he took his 
horse, gun and blanket. 
the blanket about his head to conceal 
his Crow scalplock from the Sioux, 
Curley suceeded jn reaching a high 
butte. Looking back -he saw. that 
Custer had charged down” upon the 
Indians and was surrounded. Curley 
says that he watched the’ battle until 
he saw Custer, who was the last man 
standing, fall and then he rode away. 
_ fhe next morning the Crow ‘scout 
appeared in General Terry’s camp. 
He could not speak English and there 
was no interpreter; Curley took 
blades of grass, piled them all in a 
heap, and then, exclaiming Pout! 
Pouf!” in imitation of the sound of 
a gun, scattered them wide apart. By 
means of this he made the officer un- 
derstand that Custer and all of hfs 
men had been kified. Like the fa- 
mous Greek, Curley the Crow was a- 
messenger of disaster and he brought’ 
the first news of this Thermopylae of 
America—Custer’s last fight.

FORMER GERMANY LIES IN WAIT

New York.—Disarmament of Frange 
would end world peace and would be 
a temptation for imperialistic Ger- 
Many to come back into power, Prem- 
ier Aristide Briand declared in a fare- 
well message to the American people, 
delivered before the Lotus club of this 
city. se : 
France, he said, wanted peace and 
wanted to live on amicable . terms 
with a democratic Germany. “But the 
former Germany has .not disappear: 
ed,” he asserted, “She is still lying 
in wait, still plotting, still trying to 
revive hopes of revenge. She is still 
keeping an army in certain form. 
How could you expect France to dis- 
arm in such a situation? If France 
was unable to defend herself, demo- 
cratic Germany would be overthrown 
and the old imperialistic Germany 
would come back into power. If she 
weakened herself, it would end the 
peace of the world:- France has not 
the right to desert the cause of demo- 
eracy and peace.” 
Hopes for Better Germany. 

“Prancé has been fighting not for 
her security alone,” he added, “but 
she has been fighting in the service 
of the whole civilized world. France 
has no right to desert its own cause 
or the cause of peace. What she 
wishes to see is a Germany with which. 
she can maintain noble relations. She

WOULD EFFACE PRESENT PACT: 


But Continue Four Existing Agree-, 
ments, Recognizing Japan's 
interests in China. 


Washington—Interest was caused 
in Japanese circles in connection with | 
Japan’s reported desire to see come 
into existence a triple understanding! 
petween Japan, the United States and 
Great Britain, if the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance is to be discontinued, by the 
issuance of a statement by Represnt-, 
ative Kotaro Mochizuki, leader of the 
Japanese opposition, declaring that in’ 
view of the probable success of the 
Washington conference, there was 
no need of renewing the Alliance. 

The statement sald, in part: 

. “Let the alliance be effaced and 
let us set up in its place an under- 
standing between Great Britain, the 
United States and.

powers, and the Ishii-Lansing agree.

of Japan in China were recognized, 
could very well take the place of the 
outworn Anglo-Japanese alliance. 1 
believe that ‘open diplomacy’ can 
reach such an understanding.”
